RESTORING WRINKLE FINIS H de W3VVS 


The following general refinishing procedure has been used to re- 
store damaged wrinkle-finish on pre-war National receivers, 
Meissner Signal Shifter cabinets and similar vintage equipment. 


Wrinkle-finish heat-resistant svray enamel may be purchased from 
autemotive supply stores. This spray enamel is used to finish 
auto interiors, engine accesories, etc., and is generally avail- 
able in black, but some stores carry other colors. 


Wrinkle finish can be applied to obtain either a fine texture or 
coarse texture finish to match the original panel or cabinet sur- 
face. To get a heavy wrinkle finish spray the surface with sever- 
al heavy coats applied about three minutes apart, following the 
directions given on the pressurized can Allow the vainted surface 
to air-dry. To change texture and drving time, use a heat lamp or 
bake oven. 


New surfaces should be primed before spraying with wrinkle enamel. 
Old surfaces may be spot-primed by spraying the damaged area with 
several light coats applied three minutes apart, and then apply 
heat to the area. A 60-watt bulb in a polished aluminum reflector 
will supply enough heat. 


If the final color does not match the original finish, the entire 
surface should be lightly sprayed using the desired color.
